SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD Marissa is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD contains a feature previously examined and classified in video format by the 
Office of Film and Literature Classification. The video recording Marissa was classified 
as "Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons 
who have attained the age of 18 years", with the descriptive note "Contains explicit sex 
scenes". This decision was registered on 02 July 2002. 

The feature presents scenes of explicitly depicted sexual activity in the context of a plot 
about a jazz musician's love life. These scenes have a relaxed and friendly air. The 
DVD also contains other components, including a selection of scenes from other 
sexually explicit features. One of the scenes contrasts with the other material in that it 
presents sexual conduct of a strongly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning 
nature, which has the effect of degrading, dehumanising and demeaning the female 
participants. While engaging in sexual activity with two females the male treats them 
roughly, is physically aggressive and shows little regard for their physical wellbeing. 
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Section 32 of the FVPC Act provides that if, after examining a "film" submitted under 
si2(1), the Classification Office would classify the film differently if specified parts were 
excised, the Classification Office shall offer excisions. If it were possible to make an 
excision to the publication, the excision of the sequence discussed above would be 
recommended. However, due to the DVD format of the publication, excisions cannot 
be offered. The Classification Office has been advised that distributors are unable to 
excise portions of DVDs in New Zealand. 

In view of the extent and degree to which, and the manner in which, the DVD presents 
sexual activity as discussed above, the Classification Office finds that the availability of 
the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act as they relate to this publication. Given the material contained in the 
sequence entitled Color Blind2 the availability of the publication is considered to be 
injurious to the public good. The resultant limit on freedom of expression is prescribed 
by law.
